ANGELL ON CHINA

Former Minister Opposed to the Idea
of Partitioning Empire.

WOULD RESULT IN LONG WARS

But if Legations Are Destroyed
Punishment Should Follow.

OR10 IN OF THE TROUBLE

CHICAGO. July 20.-A special to the
Times-Herald from Ann Arbor. Mich., says:
"1. for one. hope the Intgrity of the Chi-
nese nation will be upheld." said James B.
Angell. president of the University of
Michigan and forinr minister to the Chi-
nese empire. in an interviaw.
"I should be sorry, indeed." President An-

gell continued, "to see China broken up
into fragments. it is best for her and best
for the interests of the world that she be
not dismembered. I cannot see how the
powers (an k(ep fraam warfare among
themselves if they partition China.
"But the pawers must do something, and

there Is little doubt as to the ultimate out-
come. Every f'reigner must be guaranteed
a safe residence at Pekin, even if the pow-
ers have to desttiay the entire Chinese em-

p!re to accomplish it. There is not a nation
which h:as hot a representative there which
will be content wnith less than that.

Question of Indemnity.
"Again. the question of indemnity will

arise, and I believe China will be forced to

pay for all losses incurred. And I am sure.
if the empress and her advisers are found
to be in any way re.ponsible for this. one

of the most atrocLous crimes against in-
tertiational law that his ever been com-
moitted since International law has been
known. it moans the cleaning out of the
whole estabi!shment. The person of an am-
bassador is sa-ad. ie Is free to go where
he pleases. and his right to communicate
with his own home government Is guaran-
lead. To violate this as grossly as those
who are in iower. or who usurped power
in (hina, have dote is to arouse the wrath
of the civilized world. and nothing short of
the wiping out of those responsible will
satisfy the natlins against which the crime
was committed."
"What were the exact causes and conli-

titans that led to the ptrecent trouble?" Pres-
ident Angell was asked.

('nuse of the Tronble.
"The primary cause is the extreme hatred

which the Chinese bear toward all foreign-
ers. There are great differ, nes In the ideas
and the ideals between the Europeans and
Asiatic petaples. No hitellige-nt foreigner
ean travel through Asia without notic-
ing them."
"Are :hv Chinese adverse to the introduc-

tion of the Christian religiony'
"No, not il that bra ad seise. They do not

seem to fear for the permanency of their
awn r-ligion. It is not that they ohject
to missionaries and the Christian religion
as much as It Is that the missionaries are

foreigners.
*It is probably true, as the natives as-

sert, that some had Chinamen go into the
Christian church to secure the immunaties
assured converts by the treaty oaf 155.
when all native Christians were given the
same protection as the missionaries them-
selves.

Fear of Dismemhermenut.
"A more serious eause of the uprising Is

the widespread sulspaicin among the na-
tives since the Japanese war that the for-
eignlers are going to partition China. It is
not strange that all these canditns caused
friction and exeltem.enit.
"Then. two years ago the young emperor

triaed to introduc western c!vilizalton and
r, forms. The oat conservative mandarins
held tupa their harnds in horror and the re-
form Party was quickly subdu-d.
"These snme onse rvat ives do not hesi-

tate to spread the report that it
is due to

foreign Inalue-ne-s tlat the flame af liberal-
ism is laving fanntta'il. The Chtnese want to t-

left to themselvas. and the word 'foreign-
ers stims tt the great cause af tile pres-
ent trouble."

INDENNITY ASKED.

Dunnnges ('intured for DetentIon gf
French Bloekade Runners.

The General Transatlantic Company,
throtugh Ambassador. Cambon, has fied
with the State Department a claim for
1,500,000 francs as indemnIty for losses suf--
fered in the seizure tand detention of two of
Its vessels, the Monoubta and I'tfayette,
during the early days of the Spanisha-Ameri-
can war. The vessels were seeized while
trying to run the blockade established by
this goavernment at the port of Havana. the
claim set up by them being that they were
not aware of the fact that war had been de-
clared. Both vessels were afterward re--
leased, and the company now seeks repara-
tIon for their detention. The correspond-
ence regarding the seizure of the Lnfayette
begins on the 6th of May. 18984. The claim
has been referredl by Secretary Hay to the
court -of claims with the foilowing state-
ment:
"Inasmuch as the claImant has submItted

no evidence of the damages suffered in con-
seqiuenc'e of the seizures, and c'ontrovearted
questions of law and fact are iaavolve-d, and
as the decision will affect a class of casses
and furnish a precedent for the future
actIon of thIs department In the adijustment
of a class of cases, the claims are hereby
referred to the court of claIms for trial and
adjudication, together wIth the certified
copIes of the papers, briefs and documents
nerain.Eng to te ala.-
